Gideon Seymour, Minneapolis 
newspaper executive, during a talk 
in St. Louis about mid-May, made 
a number of statements which 


merit serious consideration. 


“The world,” he said, “is at the 
beginning of another dark , 
mine the one that followed the 
collapse of the Roman Empire and 
its stable system of world govern- 
ment, This time it follows the 
collapse of the world government 
built by Great Britain.” 


Seymour’s thesis was that indi- 
vidual nations suffer when the 
world is “full of anarchy” as it is 
now, when there is no stable pat- 
tern to which men adhere. As proof 
he pointed to the United States, 
where the rate of delinquency, 
erime and broken homes is high. 


“Those are symptoms of a dis- 
eased social condition in the dark 
age we live in,” he said. “The 
root of the problem lies in the 
chaos and anarchy. 


“Freedom has ceased to have any 
meaning and in its place the masses 
of people in this and other coun- 
tries are groping for something 
tangible like a job or something 
they can feel like a bushel of wheat 
... The one great need of our 
times is the need for a new and 
workable system of world govern- 
ment,” 


This need arises, he pointed out, 
besause no one nation can again 
rule the world as did Rome or Brit- 
ain. The U. S. does not have an 
economy, as Britain did, equipped 
to receive the world’s raw mate- 
rials, and it would be morally im- 
possible for the U. S. to exploit 
colonia] nations. The alternative, 
he said, is for the United Nations 
to move more rapidly than it is 
toward effective international gov- 
ernment, 


Seymore’s analysis reflects the 
depth of a seasoned newsman’s 
judgment based on world facts. He 
gives evidence of deep thinking on 
the facts as they have come to 
him. He has my hearty congratu- 
lations for that, and for the cour- 
age to express a viewpoint that 
eannot be popular in an age that 
is proud of its mechanical progress. 


But right there lies the crux 
of contemporary civilization. We 
have made giant strides mechani- 
cally without at the same time 
growing spiritually to the point 
where we are master and not slaves 
of the material world. 


“The root of the problem lies in 
the chaos and anarchy,” he says. 
But chaos and anarchy are only 
the symptoms of divorce from God, 
a practical denial of His sovereign- 
ty over individuals and nations.

BEFORE he was hanged at Nuremberg, Col. Gen. Alfred Jodl, 

Hitler’s personal Chief of Staff, testified that the Reich lost 
the war in consequence of three principal fatalities. The first, said 
Gen. Jodl, was the victory of the Royal Air Force in the Battle of 
Britain. The second was the unnatural cold of the Russian winter 
of 1941-42. The third was the refusal of Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco to let Wehrmacht divisions race from the Pyrenees to 
Gibraltar and Morocco, with the purpose of sealing the Mediter- 
ranean against Allied invasion. 

Gen. Franco’s decision was made under the very guns of a 
military machine which at the time was omnipotent in Europe. 
Obviously his act required courage of a desperate sort. With a 
Panzer army tugging at the leash in Hendaye, he ventured to 
impose a mortal disservice upon the Axis and render a corres- 
ponding benefit to its adversaries. He was left in no doubt that 
Hitler would take the earliest opportunity for exacting vengeance. 


Called ‘Jesuit Swine’ 


Early in 1941, Admiral Canaris, chief of Berlin’s counter- 
intelligence, returned from Madrid with a report that Gen. Franco 
was immovably resolved against entering the war. The Fuehrer 
gave rein to his anger and chagrin. From that instant, “Jesuit 
swine” was his constant epithet for Gen. Franco and his Foreign 
Minister and brother-in-law, Serrano Suner. Resorting to his own 
ultimate invective, Hitler shouted that Franco and Suner were 
“worse than Jews.’ As soon as he had polished off Russia, the 
Fuehrer stormed, he would settle accounts for the “treason” of 
Gen. Franco. It is not unlikely that Stalingrad and the Normandy 
landings preserved the Spanish Chief of State from liquidation.

Its British 
Governor warned Gen. Eisenhower, the Commander-in-Chief, that, 
if Spain became a belligerent, the naval base and air station at 
Gibraltar “would go out of commission at once.” 3 

In Spanish Morocco stood a veteran army of 250,000, strategi- 
cally placed for thrusting a dagger into the invasion’s back. 
Madrid chose to keep its sword in the scabbard. During 1944 
Prime Minister Churchill and Foreign Minister Eden publicly 
acknowledged the British Empire’s debt of gratitude to Gen. 
Franco. 


Other Aid Promised 


These examples of decisive favor, at hours of crucfal need, 
do not end the list of obligations owed by the U. S. and its war 
associates to the Nationalist government of Spain. In February, 
1948, Madrid pledged itself to join the Allies in arms if the Axis 
attempted an invasion. More than 1200 American airmen were 
allowed to pass safely, without internment, across the peninsula. 
Earlier than any other neutral, Spain throttled its exports of war 
materials to Germany, It was the first of the neutrals to conclude 
an air agreement with the U. S., under which this country obtained 
landing rights for military as well as civilian planes. 

The Allies were permitted to use Spain as a base for espionage 
of Axis activities in Franee and the Mediterranean. Transit and 
exit were allowed to 25,000 members of the French resistance 
movement, who were bound for North Africa as reinforcements 
for Allied armies. There is no exaggeration in asserting that Gen. 
Franco’s regime contributed to the Allied cause more vital and 
positive services than all the other neutrals put together—Por- 
tugal, Turkey, Switzerland and Sweden.

On Church Membership 


By “Federal Council of Church- 
es of Christ in America” has is- 
sued figures in its recently publish- 
ed Year Book on church affiliations. 
These figures are not accurate. It 
lists, for instance, 25,000,000 Cath- 
olics, while the Catholic Directory 
lists more than 26,000,000, and the 
latter’s figures fall short of the 
total number of Catholics by at 
least 20%. There is no padding 
of Catholic Church membership, 
but, on the contrary, pastors list 
only those who are known to them 
as practicing Catholics. 

In every city in which a “house 
to house” census has been taken 
it has been discovered that 20% or 
more report to the census taker 
that they are Catholics than the 
pastors of the city, jointly, include 
in their annual report to the chan- 
ceries of their respective dioceses. 
This is because so many in the 
large cities who move frequently 
do not identify themselves or be- 
come members of any one parish, 
and because thousands who declare 
themselves to be Catholics have 
married invalidly and are not rec- 
ognized as practical Catholics. 


Last year there were one-fourth 
as many infant baptisms in Cath- 
olic churches as there were child- 
ren born in the United States, 
which would indicate that Cath- 
olics constitute 25% of the nation- 
al population, or about 35,000,000.

American history books the de- 
velopment of education from early 
colonial times up to the time of 
the adoption of the public school 
system. And through it all we can 
see slowly emerging a statism that 
today is beginning to permeate the 
whole body of American life. We 
note what the founding fathers 
thought about religion and educa- 
tion, how they linked them to- 
gether and, to foster that ideal, 
gave the struggling institutions, a 
freedom from taxation. We note 
the development of the common 
school, how often the town-hired 
minister was also the schoolmas- 
ter. We note how the youngsters 
learned the “fear of God” as well 
as their ABC’s. We see the town 
school spreading out into the dis- 
trict schools until, through the 
growth of population, the school 
system became too burdensome to 
be carried alone and the State was 
called on. And we note how at this 
point statism began to show itself 
for, civil law being Godless, the 
ideals of the early fathers were 
brushed aside and religion was 
eased out of the State schools. 


The New American Encyclopedia 
says that “in 19386 the five-to- 
seventeen-year population was 31,- 
618,000 with 26,367,098 enrolled, 
and in the same year the number 
of illiterates in the United States 
was put at 4,285,753.” So all 
through the depression the States 
had to call more and more on the 
Federal government for aid, for 
the Encyclopedia continues: “It 
would seem that Federal spending 
for needed schools and books for 
our youth, without Federal gov- 
ernment control of the schools, is 
at least as desirable as the main- 
tenance of a political-relief army.” 
“Without Federal control,” ah, 
there’s the rub!! Has it worked 
out that way or will it in the fu- 
ture? Oh, no, no, more statism. 

The new American Encyclopedia 
also says that in 1940 90% of all 
U. S. children attended the public 
schools, only 10% attended the 

arochial and other private schools. 
t looks as if strenuous efforts are 
being made to force this ten per 
cent into the public school system. 
The ery of “separation of church 
and state” seems to indicate that 
when this ten per cent is denied the 
benefits of school children health 
programs. I have heard it said 
time and again, “If they want these 
benefits let them come into the 
public schools where they belong.” 
Yet this ten per cent is the only 
element still holding to its belief 
in freedom of religion and of edu- 
cation. Is this ten per cent to be 
forced to discard all that it has 
held for nearly 200 years? Will 
it be obliged at last to yield to 
statism ?

ing and Survival,” by Guy Irving 
Burch and Elmer Pendell, Their 
thesis is “uncontrolled human _ re- 
production . . . menaces and in 
the long run will destroy human 
liberties.” “Controlled population 
is the only way to save us from 
fear of war, from fear of want, 
and from fear itself.” 

The first method in the con- 
trolling process is the use of con- 
traceptives. Another is steriliza- 
tion. And it is suggested that this 
method be used in countries like 
China, India and Puerto Rico 
“where domestic facilities for the 
use of contraceptives are few.” 

The third method is referred to 
as “marriage standards.” This 
plan is to make only marriages by 
the state legal. Religious mar- 
riages not legal. And they recom- 
mend that the United Nations be 
the body to carry out these objec- 
tives the world round because of 
its power, 

All of these plans are bound up 
in a statism that is as fatal as can 
be imagined. It makes no differ- 
ence what label it carriés: “So- 
cialism” or “Communism,” it is all 
the same. To understand what 
this statism means in your life 
read “Human Breeding and Sur- 


vival.”

newspaper), America, Common- 
weal, the Holy Name Journal and 
the Brooklyn Tablet. 

Maybe it’s to be expected that 
the Catholic influence would be 
strong in New York. The first 
white man to enter New York Bay 
was the Catholic emissary of the 
French King, Giovanni da Verra- 
zano. He called it “Saint An- 
thony’s River” and not the Hud- 
son! That tradition has been con- 
tinued down to the present, which 
finds the Mayor of the town, Wil- 
liam O’Dwyer, a Catholic, a grad- 
uate of Fordham University and 
a member of the Knights of Colum- 
bus. Bill O’Dwyer was born in 
Mayo County in- Ireland and 
arrived in New York almost 
penniless. He earned his law de- 
gree by studying at Fordham at 


night. 

Fordham, the largest Catholic 
university in America, is only one 
of 11 universities and colleges in 
the Archdiocese of New York. But 
the Jesuit Fathers have made it 
outstanding, and Fordham claims 
among its graduates Francis Car- 
dinal Spellman, who is such a 
familiar figure in every civic ac- 
tivity of New York. The Cardinal 
has a Bachelor of Arts degree 
from Fordham. Patrick Cardinal 
Hayes and George Cardinal Mun- 
délein. were both graduates of 
Fordham, and were made Cardin- 
als on the same day. 

Manhattan College, conducted by 
the Christian Brothers, Manhat- 
tanville College of the Sacred 
Heart, a senior college for women, 
and Saint Francis College over in 
Brooklyn are all well-known. 


In order to understand a few 
figures about the educational sys- 
tem of New York, you must under- 
stand that New York City with its 
five boroughs is not the same as 
the Archdiocese of New York. The 
Archdiocese includes only three of 
those boroughs. Brooklyn and 
Queens are dioceses all by them- 
selves. The Archdiocese also in- 
cludes seven counties outside the 
city, from Dutchess to West- 
chester. 


The Archdiocese has 1,190,000 
Catholics out of 4,507,000 persons. 
The dioceses of Boston and Chica- 
go are each larger in terms of 
‘Catholic population—but if you 
remember that Brooklyn Diocese 
has over one million Catholics, too, 
then the City of New York looms 
as one of the truly great centers of 
Catholic population. 

There are 381 churches under 
the supervision of the Archdiocese 
of New York. There are 2,179 
priests, 98 high schools and acad- 
emies. There are 6,708 sisters and 
897 brothers. 

In 1948, Cardinal Spellman an- 
nounced his plans for a $25,000,000

All over this teeming city you 
find evidences of Catholic life in 
action. The schools and hospitals 
are a contribution to civie life that 
the general public would be hard 
put to replace (if they had to carry 
the load in the form -of taxes). 
But other, less obvious, symbols 
also abound. Right in the middle 
of the Great White Way is Duffy 
Square, with a monument to the 
Chaplain who was such an inspira- 
tion in World War I. Away up- 
town is Fort Tryon Park, which 
the visitor can reach via a thor- 
oughly delightful ride on the Fifth 
Avenue buses.

There are 25,000,000 Catholics in 
the United States and over ten per 
cent of them live in and around 
New York, the nations greatest 
city. Stand outside any Catholic 
Church—any one of the 381 of 
them—and you will see the men 
tip their hats as they go by, and 
the women bow slightly in respect. 
Many of the passers-by will stop 
in for a visit. No wonder, for 22 
percent of New York City’s 
7,000,000 people are Catholics. 

There are 256 religious bodies 
in the United States. You can 
count on the fingers of one hand 
the number of those bodies which 
have more members, in the whole 
United States, than there are Cath- 
olics in New York! The Protestant 
Episcopal Church has a member- 
ship in this country of 1,700,000. 
There are over 1,600,000 Catholics 
in New York City alone! 

New York is the center of many 
things Catholic. Shrines, hospitals, 
schools, convents, churehes, mis- 
sion societies are here. The Catho- 
lic Daughters of America have 
their national office in New York. 
So does the Holy Name Society. 

These Catholics come from all 
over the world. Many of them are 
new arrivals; some perhaps trace 
their history to the days before 
1664, when the English took New 
Amsterdam from the Dutch, and 
supplanted the French mission- 
aries. There are churches for all. 
If you read the Manhattan Tele- 
phone Directory, you will see an 
advertisement for Saint Vincent 
De Paul Church on West 23rd 
Street, where “Sermon in French” 
is the attraction.

Before we go’ any further, let’s 
et two things straight: First, 
ather Quiz is not the Catholic 
Church; he’s a private individual 
doing his best to present Catholic 
teaching. Secondly, Catholic doc- 
trine on the Immaculate Conception 
or any other subject rests not on 
any particular Scripture text but 
en the authority of the Teaching 
Church, Now to the problem: 


The translation of the Hebrew 
Text (TM) put out by the Jewish 
Publication Society of America 
(Philadelphia, 1939) has God ad- 
dressing the devil in these words: 
“And I will put enmity betwéen 
thee and the woman, and between 
thy seed and her seed: they shall 
bruise thy head, and thou shalt 
bruise their heel.” The Douai has 
“..+ She shall crush” and “.. 
her heel.” There is no justification 
at all for the Douai translation, as 
a translation. As a witness to 
tradition going back to the time 
of St. Jerome, and even beyond, it 
has value. 

According to our notes on this 
subject, MT in 15b does read the 
pronoun subject in the masculine, 
the verb in the masculine, and the 
pronominal suffix object of the sec- 
ond verb in the masculine. is 
reading is supported by the Sa- 
maritan (Pentateuch), the LXX 
(and naturally the Old Latin), and 
the Syriac, so that there can be 
no doubt that the statement in 
15b refers to the seed of the wom- 
an, mankind, mentioned in 15a.

It’s thought, incidentally, that 
St. Jerome used ipsa in the Vul- 
gate rather than ipse {which lIat- 
ter would have been more correct 
according to the letter of the trans- 
lation) as testimony to that very 
ancient tradition—ancient even in 
St. Jerome’s day—attributing vic- 
tory over the serpent to “the wom- 
an.” So write Simon-Prado in their 
Praelectiones Biblicae V. T., 
Turin-Madrid, 1938, p. 53.

New Group Helps 
‘War Orphans 
Extend Education — 


thousands of young Americans, 
but for many of the “forgotten” 
youngsters of America, college may 
seem to be out of the question. 

“forgotten” youngsters 
are America’s war 8, accord- 
ing to William E, McKenney, pres- 
ident of War Orphans Scholarships, 
nec, By 
“But,” he says, “War Orphans 
Scholarships won’t allow these chil- 
dren to feel forgotten. We want 
every child whose father was killed 
in the war to know that we Stand 
ready to help send him or her’ to 
college.” 

Mr. McKenney estimates that 
there are 20,000 orphans from 
World War I, and that as a re- 
sult of World War II there will be 

00,000 American orphans for 

whom higher educational facilities 
should be provided in the present 
and not too distant future. 

From its beginning in 1943, War 
Orphans Scholarships has actively 
sought out the orphans of Ameri- 
can war veterans, to determine 
whether they need help. Once as- 
sured that the orphan wants a col- 
lege education, and is scholastical- 
ly eligible but unable to pay for 
it, the organization goes to work. 
First it attempts to persuade the 
college to grant a scholarship to 
the orphan. Many colleges have 
béen quick to realize the value of 
this work, and have cooperated 
with the organization. Other col- 
leges have agreed to give the most 
favorable consideration to war or- 
phans recommended by War Or- 
phans Scholarships. The organ- 
ization also informs the orphan of 
state aid available, for many states

have been granted War Orphans 
Scholarships at colleges all over 
the country.

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B Bacarug days hence, August 31, Notre Dame’s Fighting Irish begin 
their 6lst gridiron campaign, when upwards of 60 aspirants report 
for the first fall practice session, It will also mark the start of Coach 
Frank Leahy’s seventh year at the helm. The Irish and Leahy have had 
successful careers. In 60 seasons, beginning with 1887, the Notre 
Damers have won 378 games, lost 77 and tied 30. Under the guidance 
of Leahy in 1941 through 1943 and 1946 through 1948 (the Irish 
mentor was in the Navy in 1944 and 1945), a record of 50 victories, 
three lossés and five ties was compiled, 


There is no reason to think that the winning habit will not be 
continued in 1949. Coach Leahy has admitted it will be a good team. 
But will it be a successful season? For almost any club in the country, 
a record of say eight wins and two losses would be a very successful 
campaign, or even a seven and three mark, would suffice. Such is not 
the case at Notre Dame. Nor is it true for their annual rival in the 
Associated Press poll, Michigan. The Irish have gone 28 games 
without defeat. The Wolverines have won 23 in a row. It is my 
prediction that Notre Dame’s unbeaten string and the — record 
of the Michigans will end this year. Possibly, each will lose but 
one game, If that happens, these two great teams will not be re- 
membered as outstanding elevens who lost put once ... but as the 
aggregations that were not able to keep the records going. Such 
is the price of fame, 

Coach Leahy points out that if certain possibilities and problems 
work out, Notre i could have as good a team as in 1948. But 
he also speaks of the ruggedness of the 1949 schedule. And he possesses 
a good deal of logic when he states: “We may have a good team this 
year but few people will be aware of the fact.”

The four-page leaflets are the 
heart of the program. Written by 
a Los Angeles woman who has 
made a success of the professions 
of both journalism and mother- 
hood, with ten children at last 
count, they are distributed every 
three months directly to the par- 
ents in the home. They are peppy, 
down to earth, readable, workable, 
inspirational. They tell the parents 
in 1949 language just what can be 
done to put religious impressions 
and ideas into the child’s mind and 
heart at every stage of his pre- 
school life. They are heavy on prac- 
tice, light on theory. They list the 
titles of picture books, color books, 
religious jig saw puzzles; they 
give directions of where and ‘to 
whom to write about the En- 
thronement of the Sacred Heart, 
how to make inexpensive Christ- 
mas cribs, how to teach prayers. 
Series I, consisting of 12 leaf- 
lets from three months to three 
pene is called “Teaching Religion 
the Home.” Series H, is en- 
titled “At Home from 8 to 6.” 
Each series, in single orders, costs 
fifty cents, representing an invest- 
ment of not quite $.17 a year for 
the child. The same author has 
written “Heaven, Home and 
school” for parents of elementary 
school gy a ag «- is in 
preparation a ét to par- 
ents in sex sy she to 


church-missing parents who par- 
ticularly need religion in their 
homes. Every mother is flattered 
to no end at receiving a medal 
from her bishop or pastor. The 
non-Catholic partner of a mixed 
marriage usually feels “left out” 
of the religious picture of his fam- 
ily. By reading these leaflets, he 
gets interested in religion be- 
cause of his interest in his child 
whose religious formation he is 
guiding. In teaching his child, 
he is unwittingly teaching religion 
to himself. If they so wish, non- 
Catholic families may receive this 
leaflet service. 


How Leaflet Plan Works 


As with all Confraternity ac- 
tivities, best results are obtained 
through parish organization. A lay 
chairman of the Parent-Educator 
Committee of the parish Confra- 
ternity unit is appointed by the 
priest. By checking Various sour- 
ces, the names of babies under 
one year of age are obtained. Par- 
ish census lists, baptismal rec- 
ords, hospital or bureau of health 
records are easily accessible. This 
chairman, with assistance in a) 
large parish, keeps up with no- 
tices of births and arranges for 
all to receive the leaflet service. 
Parish Home Visitors, preferably 
husband-wife teams, call together

A Woman's Power 


She Leads Loved Ones 
To Or From Christ 


REV. DANIEL J. HIGGINS, S. J. 
A NATIONAL magazine ran a series of humorous, strik- 


ingly true-to-nature ads. 


The basic idea in the seriés 


was the uncanny ability of wives to succeed in having their 
way in domestic arguments and decisions. The idea itself 
and the cartooned illustrations were rather cute, I thought. 
The pattern always ran something like this: Cartoon number 


one shows the husband making ela- 
borate and deterimend prepara- 
tions for a fishing © vacation— 
tackle laid-out, plugs polished up, 
fishing guide folders spread on the 
floor, fishing license and railroad 
tickets bought. 


Cartoon number two shows the 
demure wife, angelic innocence 
written on her face, quietly dream- 
ing of a swank society resort. 


Cartoon number three: the family 
vacationing—where? .. . In the 
swank society resort, miles from 
the closest game fish. The caption 
for each ad reads: “Never Under- 
estimate the Power of a Woman.” 

There is more truth than poetry 
in that caption. This may be a 
man’s world, as the women say, 
but that doesn’t tell the whole 
story, for from the time they are 
born till the day they are buried men 
dance to a tune set, in large part, 
by women. They are born and 
cradled, spanked and_ cuddled, 
trained and guided, loved and 
hated, lured and cajoled and for- 
cibly elbowed to success or failure, 
led by the nose and taught to jump 
through a variety of fancy hoops 
by whom ?—By women. Yes, every 
woman is possessed of awesome 
powers for good or evil. And, 
contrary to adolescent ideas, a 
woman’s sublimest power does not 
derive solely from a makeup kit 
used to beautify the cheeks, the lips 
or the fingertips of American 
women. Those things may help, 
but they are the embellishments, 
not the substance of her beautiful 
power. 

It is the tremendoms power that 
God entrusted to her when He 
made her a woman—winning the 
lovable, capable of enthralling the 
heart of a man and inspiring him 
to nobility beyond himself; capable 
of mothering. a child, slowly mold- 
ing a soul, working hand-in-hand 
with Almighty God to draw out the 
beauties hidden there in seed form; 
capable of watching over her little 
brood until they have grown strong 
enough to walk towards God by 
themselves. 

One of my classmates compares 
this power of woman with the 
creative act of God. His poem en- 
titled “Two Words,” reads:

RITING in “Talks in a Quar- 
terly” some time ago, Stephen 
L. Richards paid exalted tribute to 
the old-fashioned home. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Richards the old-fash- 
ioned home flourished in “old-fash- 
ioned American life,” principally 
among the modest and humble, and 
was distinguished by “a large fam- 
ily of happy boys and girls, for 
whom father and mother willingly, 
patiently and lovingly devoted 
lives of toil and service—not for 
ostentation and the gratification of 
selfish desire, but to fulfill high 
conceptions of duty and the law of 
God.” 

A beautiful picture of a true 
home is drawn by Mr. Richards in 
these words: 


I used to live in the heart of a 
city. My nearest neighbor lived in 
a real home. He had a yard in 
which his children might play. 
They had flowers and gardens, 
trees and welcome shade from the 
summer sun. 


His girls, educated, cultured and 
refined, helped their mother with 
the housework. His boys assisted 
in keeping up the place outside. 
They loved their home. It belonged 
to them all, The feeling of owner- 
ship and proprietorship was with 
them. Their common interest 
stimulated mutual confidence and 
affection that cement and enrich 
the natural ties of family. They 
were happy and content and they 


Most of the other people who re- 
sided in my neighborhood lived in 
large apartment houses, not in 
homes. Some few had children. 
These boys and girls had no yards, 
no gardens, no flowers, no places 
to play, no property to care for 
and no responsibility. They came 
to my lot and my neighbor’s. I 
did not blame them. They injured 
and destroyed the flowers, shrubs, 
lawns and other property. I for- 
gave them. They had nothing of], 
their own of similar kind, conse- 
quently they had never learned 
how to care for property. 


The girls who lived in these 
apartments did not do housework. 
There was not much to be done 
and, besides, they had no time for 
it because it takes all the time of 
* girls to take care of them- 

elves. Their first task of the day 
is to prepare themselves for public 
presentation, which requires a 
great deal of labor and material to 
produce the finished product. Then 
there are the daily movies, the teas, 
the auto rides, the dances, the 
cabarets, all requiring constant re- 
arrangement of appearance and in- 
volving an immense expenditure 
of energy. These girls of the 
apartments are really hard-working 
girls, They have my sympathy. 

But like the boys, they do not 
have good homes, and I fear they

The text of Mr. Rakowski’s 
statement concerning his resigna- 
tion follows: 

“My resignation from the post of 
Consul General of Poland in Mon- 
treal is not an unique event—it is 
rather one of many resignations 
among diplomats of Eastern Euro- 
pean countries that have fallen— 
against their will, under the domi- 
nation of Soviet Russia. I am 
leaving my post of my free will, 
not having been recalled or dis- 
missed from it. The reasons for my 
resignation are simple and are the 
result of the following facts: 

“IT am a Pole and | cannot resign 
myself to the activities of the pres- 
ent communistic government of 
Poland, which does not act for the 
good of the country but in the in- 
terests of and according to direc- 
tives received from a foreign power 
—Russia. 

“Because of my profound convic- 


‘tion, I am not and never have been 


a communist—but a sincere cham- 
pion of democracy in the Western 
sense of tle word. I therefore do 
not wish, however indirectly, to 
aid forces striving to bring about 
the communistic domination of the 
world—a domination which de- 
stroys the liberty and value of in- 
dividual man. 

“Like the overwhelming major- 
ity of my people, | am a Catholic 
and I cannot accept the onslaughts 
of the communist governments 
upon the Catholic Church. 

“] do not intend to return to my 
home country until such time as- it 
will be possible, in accordance with 
the will of the Polish people, to 
create a truly democratic govern- 
ment in Poland. Also, I cannot 
return because of the repressions 
that would be brought to bear upon 
me because I worked with the 
Polish underground Government 
during the years of the nazi occu- 
pation. 

“In 1945, in compliance with the 
peal made by the Council of Na- 
nal Unity and the last Chief of 
e Underground State, Mr. Stefan 
orbonski, published in Warsaw 
on May 17, 1945, and with the 
knowledge of the said Chief, I en- 
tered the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, taking over the post of di- 
rector of the cabinet—from where 
I was later sent to Canada in the 
capacity of Consul General of 
Poland in Montreal. 

“l believe that my statement ex- 

lains sufficiently why I can no 
onger perform the duties of my 
office—although these duties were 
not of a politica] nature,

time on American soil, | am ask- 
ing the Government of the United 
States of America for the privi- 
lege of political asylum.

The Supreme Council urged that 
an international agency be set up 
to take temporary care of the ex- 
pelled peoples of German ethnic 
origin now living in Western Ger- 
many. It suggested that this 
agency evolve a plan for better in- 
tegration of the expellees into the 
Western European economy, or 
help them emigrate to other parts 
of the world.
